SMALL ENTITY COMPLIANCE GUIDE
Dear Northeast (NE) Multispecies Limited Access Permit Holder:

This letter is to inform you of corrections to the October 18, 2006, letter sent to you regarding
the NE multispecies Framework Adjustment 42 (FW 42) measures that become effective
November 22, 2006. Table 2 of that letter specified incorrect trip limits for vessels fishing under
a Regular B Days-at-Sea (DAS) in the Regular B DAS Program (i.e., the trip limits for vessels
using a haddock separator trawl were listed under vessels fishing with non-trawl gear) and did
not include trip limits for stocks outside of Georges Bank (GB). Table 3 of that letter contained
an inaccurate monkfish trip limit for Category C and D vessels operating in the Southern Fishery
Management Area. This letter provides the correct trip limits for all stock areas for vessels
participating in this program (see a corrected version of Tables 2 and 3 below). This correction
letter and a summary of answers to commonly-asked questions about FW 42 are available on the
Northeast Regional Office website at: www.nero.noaa.gov/nero/hotnews/multifw42fr.
